Aftor Making a Hnul Thoy Are Oap- 
turod by Citixons. 


TRENTON, N. J., ííov, 80,—A most dar- 
ing bank robbery occurred yestmlay 
afternoon iu Alloiitown, 
Monmouth 
county, thiR state. 
Two young men en- 
tevpd th« Farnif^rs* National bank, and 
with dra\wi revolvars deniandpd all the 
cash on hand. 
Cashier Hutchinson ar.d 
t n a.ssi.^tant were the only em])l()yea of the 
bank present, at the time. A weapon was 
held at the head of each, and one of tho 
robbers backed up tliis forcible demand 
with the words,'"We'll blow both your 
heads off if you don't turn all your stuff 
up at once." 


Cashier Hutchinson quickly complied 
v;ith the reqm^t, 
handed over about 
!f2,000 which lay oa^ao counter bet ore 
Jnm. Then ono'of litt robbeis compelled 
the cashier and the clerk to go lu the 
hall and turns tlieir heads, while the 
other robber walkt^l bacicwnrd^ out oL* 
the dour and iuto the btreefc. Hid accom- 
plice (juickly followed. 


In a uiQiuent the ca.'^bier's courage re- 
tín ned, and lie and tho clerk i uölu-d into 
the street after the rohbersV 
Tiie cashier 
Inid grabbed a pi.^tol iu the hank, with 
which he immediately 
Do^an liiiiig at 
the ileeing thieves. 
The robbers re- 
turne<l his fire, and the exciuuige of 
shot« and the cries of Hutchinson and 
the clerk soon aroused the village, and 
almost immediately a score ot peraous 
Vi^ere in pursuit.

It is one of the features of the day—this 
eating» gossiping, laughing time.

much of their living in the woods. They 
became quite fnt when frost loosened the 
burs of nuts. 
Pigs fed thus made the 
sweetest and best pork. 
It needed some 
corn feedinji to give required iirmuess to 
the fat. 
This made the pork go farther 
for two reasons* 
It did not fry away so 
much in the pan and it was not so good 
to eat as the sweoier 
nut-fed pork.— 
Boston Cultirator. 


SHOULD nOGS HAVE SAM? 


Salt 
has often been called 
nature's 
vermifuge, and it is no doubt a fact, be- 
cause long experience with domestic an- 
imals has shown that all herbivora, when 
deprived of salt, will aooner or later suf- 
fer from the 
presence 
of 
intestinal 
worms. 
Swine aie not an exception to 
the peneral rule, aud salt is just as nec- 
essary for them as it is for cattle, as it 
not only destroys intestinal parasites, but 
aids digestion, 
and 
prevents 
intense 
acidity of tho stomach. 
When hogs are 
fed slops from the kitchen they get con- 
sideraljle salt, but when fed exclusively 
upon grain, especially at the time of fat- 
tening, each 
animal should 
be given 
about one ounce of salt daily,mixed with 
its food or the water given it to drink.If 
farmers would pay more attention to tho 
chemistry of the food i^iven 
to 
their 
hogs, they might escape severe 
losses 
from such common diseases as cholera, 
catarrh and erysipelas.—New York Sun.

Brass 
ferrules at the tips of the horns lesson tho 
danger but do not prevent the 
pushin^^ 
aud bruising of other 
cows.—American 
Agriculturist.

A leather top of a buggy reqinres care- 
ful aud rei^ular attention to 
Keep it in 
good condition. 
It is much injured by 
the 
ammonia vapors of 
a stable, and 
therefore should 
be kept in a separate 
house or shed where it is not exposed to 
the weather. It should alwa3'S be cleaned 
when brought ir from use, especially if 
it 
has been splashed with mud. 
This 
acts like a blister and takes the color from 
both cover and body. 
The cover is first 
washed 
with 
a 
ros-e nozzle aud force 
pump, but not with a hard stream that 
will fcrce the dust or saud in the leather. 
This will quickly spoil 
it. 
When the 
dirt is washed oil in this way it is once 
more rinsed with 
clean water and then 
left to dry, or is softly wiped with a linen 
cloth or a chamois skin. It is then wiped 
softly with a soft sponge and castor oil. 
This is done while the leather is damp. 
It will not crack, and will keep its color 
and 
gloss under this treatment.—New 
i'ork Times. 


CKFLUEXCE OP OATS A2iD BKAX ON JIJLK. 


It is quite well understood that the 
quantity of food consumed iuliuences the 
yield of milk and that certain foods and 
orasses inlluence the color of 
butter. 
Numerous e-\periments exhibit results to 
prove that an increase of the same ration 
will increase a cows milk yield, but not 
the quality of that yield. 
By a few it 
is believed that the quality of the milk 
can be changed 
very 
perceptibly by 
changing rations, 
Otnei'i maintain that 
the quality of milk depends solel3% oral- 
most so, on the individual animal, some 
giving rich mijk, others a poorer article. 


At the Colorado Station experimeuts 
were made with four cows, for tho pur- 
pose of testing the comparative ell'ects 
of wheat bran and oat chop (that 
is, 
ground oat?) on the fat of milk. 
For 
the first period the ration morning, noon 
and evening was two pounds of oat chop 
tnd all the alfalfa hay they would eat 
and all the water desired, but with no 
Dther food. 
For the second period clear 
wheat bran (containing no shorts) was 
substituted for the oat chop. 


From a study of the tabulation it ap- 
pears that the quality of the milk was 
quite 
perceptibly 
influenced 
by 
the 
change of food given these cows. 
In 
each case tho wheat bran produced the 
best result in tho production of fat in the 
milk; there is also evidence extant that 
bran causes a better flow bf milk 
than 
oats. 
While the cows gained in weight 
Dn the oat chop, each lost a few pounds 
on the bran ration. 
Tho dilierence iu 
either case could have been caused by 
tho diiference in water drank at a single 
time,—New York World, 


FEEDING VAT^UE OP COUKSTALHS. 


The feeding value of cornstalks is n 
subject which receives an endless amount 
of discussion and upon which a great 
variety of opinions have been expressed. 
The subject is well worthy of considera- 
tion both on account of the immense 
quantity of cornstalks produced 
every 
year and also by reason of the great val- 
ue which they may have to their owners. 
The principal reason for tho grtat differ- 
ence in opinion which farmers express in 
regard to the usefulness of the stalks for 
feeding is found in the fact that the real 
value of dilïereut lots of stalks varies 
fully as much as do the opinions of their 
owners. 
Some lots are clean and bright, 
and contain a large amount of nourish- 
ment in a palatablo and easily digesti- 
ble form. 
Other lots are so bleached 
and damaged by exposure to the sun aud 
storms as to be unpalatable aud Snnutri- 
tious. 
There is as much dilierence in 
the value of these two grades of stalks 
as there is between hay that has been 
properly 
cured 
and 
stored 
and 
that 
which has been so long exposed to the 
weather as to have los: its natural colot 
and been deprived of nearly all of its 
nutritious qualities. 
The trouble with 
the corustalks that cattle do not like, 
aud irom eating which they receive little 
or no benefit, is due to bad curing or 
loo long exposure in the 
field. 
The 
smaller varieties usually have a larger 
proportion of valuable f.eeding material 
than the giant sorts, but the latter, if 
properly cared for, will furnish a good 
deal of food which cattle will like and 
upon which they will thrive. 
The m m 
who husks his corn early and puts the 
stalks under cover, or in stacks which 
will turn the rain, will have some valua- 
ble material with which to supplement 
his crops of hay and 
grain.—American 
Dairyman,

The practice of sending a 
rtog after them aud allowing him to rush 
them into the milk yard, exhausted and 
excited, is a practice that will cost euch 
year from ten to twenty-five pounds of 
butter for every cow milked.

If you are in a hurry let the driver make 
double quick time when he is going to 
aud from the field not a ccompanied by 
the cows.
